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DETAILED ACTION / ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of the proposed amendment filed by the applicant on 
3/31/2004, in which the applicant proposed to amend Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, and 8. 
However, this amendment has not been entered because it raises new issues that 
would require further searching and/or consideration on the part of the examiner. 
Specifically, the applicant proposed to amend independent Claims 1 and 8 to require 
that the coating head be connected to the coating liquid supply path, a coating liquid 
supply port for supplying the coating liquid and a rinsing liquid supply port for 
supplying the rinsing liquid be provided, and the coating liquid supply port and the 
rinsing liquid supply port be different. This limitation was not previously present in 
the claims of the instant application, and thus the proposed amendment would 
require further searching and/or consideration on the part of the examiner. As a 
further note, the examiner acknowledges with appreciation the applicant's 
submission of a marked-up copy of the substitute specification, the clean version of 
which was filed by the applicant on 10/6/2003. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 3/31/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Specifically, the applicant's arguments are drawn to limitations proposed 
by the applicant in the amendment filed on 3/31/2004. However, since this 
amendment has not been entered for the reasons set forth above in paragraph 1, 
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the applicant's arguments are moot, and Claims 1 , 2, 4, and 6 - 8 stand rejected for 
the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action (i.e., the final Office Action, mailed 
on 12/31/2003).
